While  DNC  Gets  Attention,  Asian  Republicans 
Quietly  Gaining  Momentum  in  Massachusetts

On  August  30,  Joe  Wong  will 
be  in  New  York  City  at  the 
Republican  National  Convention, 
finally  receiving  recognition  for 
the  work  he  has  done  over  the 
past  five  years  with  the  associa¬ 


tion  of  Asian  Republicans  of 
Massachusetts.  He  will  be  the 
association's  Massachusetts  dele¬ 
gate  at  the  Republican  National 
Convention. 

Despite  taking  part  in  the 
convention,  Asian  Republicans 
of  Massachusetts  still  face  many 


challenges,  said  Wong.  Coming 
from  a  highly  Democrat  state 
such  as  Massachusetts,  the 
group,  according  to  Wong,  has 
rarely  gotten  the  support  and 
acknowledgment  that  a  new 
political  volimteer  organization 
needs  for  success. 


"In  Massachusetts  you  don't 
get  anything  for  being  a 
Republican,"  said  Wong. 

Yet  Wong  is  optimistic,  citing 
that  members  of  his  group  are  all 
"true  believers  who  have  more 
heart  than  any  other  group." 

And  it  is  exactly  this  optimism 


that  carries 
Wong's  efforts  to 
promote  the 
group  throughout 
the  state.

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Three  New  Proposals  for  Silver  Line 


Chinatown  Frowns  on  All  Plans

After  scrapping  an  impopular 
plan  to  locate  a  Silver  Line  portal 
at  the  Chinatown  YMCA  and  to 
run  a  tunnel  and  underground 
station  below  the  Boston 
Common,  the  Massachusetts  Bay 
Transportation  Authority  is  now 
presenting  new  alternatives  to 
completing  the  final  phase  of  the 
Silver  Line  bus  route. 

But  at  a  meeting  in  Chinatown 
this  week  about  the  proposal, 
many  residents  showed  sharp 
opposition  to  the  MBTA's  plans. 

The  Silver  Line  is  now  in 
what's  called  "Phase  III,"  which 
will  connect  tlie  line's  existing  ser¬ 
vice  from  Dudley  Square  to  down¬ 
town  Boston  to  the  line's  planned 
service  from  downtown  Boston  to 
the  South  Boston  Waterfront  area 
and  Logan  Airport.  Phase  III  will 
create  tunnels  that  will  run  from 
South  Station  to  Washington 
Street  and  create  two  new  Silver

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Arroyo  Visits  Chinatown

City  Coxmcilor  At-Large 
Felix  Arroyo  met  with 
Chinatown  on  July  7,  speaking 
to  some  50  neighborhood  resi¬ 
dents  about  everything  from 
his  objections  to  a  controversial 
biodefense  lab  to  his  promotion 
of  biodegradable,  biodiesel 
fuel. 

The  Chinatown  Resident 
Association  hosted  the  meeting. 

Arroyo  has  made  headlines  for 
his  every-other-Friday  fasts  in 
opposition  of  the  Iraq  war,  for 
driving  Boston's  streets  in  his 
24-year-old  Mercedes  that's 
powered  by  cooking  oil,  and 
for  proposing  to  create  a  city 
planning  department  that 
would  divide  the  powers  of  the 
Boston  Redevelopment 
Authority. 

"I've  been  coming  often  to 
Chinatown,  and  I'm  loving  it," 
said  Arroyo,  who  was  joined

Certain  violent  crimes 
in  Chinatown  climbed  up 
from  June  of  2003  to  the 
same  month  this  year,  leav¬ 
ing  the  neighborhood  with 
many  stabbings  and  one 
non-fatal  shooting. 

Though  some  crimes 
such  as  robberies  dramati¬ 
cally  decreased,  the  num¬ 
ber  of  aggravated  assaults 
rocketed  from  three  inci¬ 
dents  in  the  neighborhood 
last  June  to  nine  this  June, 
according  to  police  data 
released  at  the  Chinatown 
Safety  Committee's  July  7 
meeting.  There  were  no 
homicides  during  either 


forced  out  of  his  car  and 
beaten  up  and  stabbed.  On 
June  12,  also  in  the  early 
morning,  a  person  was 
stabbed  on  Washington 
Street.  On  June  22,  a 
woman  claimed  that  she 
was  stabbed  in  the  back  of 
the  head  at  about  3  a.m. 
while  at  the  comer  of 
Beach  and  Tyler  Streets. 
The  victim's  description  of 
the  incident,  however,  con¬ 
flicted  with  the  details 
given  by  her  boyfriend, 
who  was  at  the  scene  of  the 
crime  but  said  he  saw 
nothing  happen,  according 
to  police.  On  June  25,  a 
man  reported  to  police  that 
he  was  shot  several  times 


police.  On  June  26,  a  man 
was  stabbed  while  at  the 
comer  of  Beach  and 
Surface  Streets. 

None  of  the  victims  of 
the  incidents  were  resi¬ 
dents  of  Chinatown  and 
most  of  the  assaults 
occurred  late  at  night  or  in 
the  early  morning. 

In  addition  to  the  vio¬ 
lent  crimes,  police  made  36 
dmg  arrests  this  Jime,  up 
from  31  in  June  of  2003. 
One  sexual  assault  incident 
was  reported,  the  same 
number  as  in  June  of  last 
year. 

"June  so  far  has  been  a 
very,  very  busy  month," 
said  Boston  Police 


by  one  of  his  most  sup¬ 
portive  allies,  councilor 
Maura  Hennigan.  The 
crowd,  who  was  mostly 
elderly  Chinese  immi¬ 
grants,  appeared  to  largely 
welcome  Arroyo.  At  one 
point,  Chinatown  Resident 
Association  member  Sou 
Pong  Lo  congratulated 
Arroyo's  efforts,  shaking 
the  councilor's  hand  and 
holding  it  for  over  a 
minute. 

Arroyo  mostly  talked 
about  his  support  for  vari¬ 
ous  coimcil  measures, 
such  as  an  ordinance  that 
would  block  a  controver¬ 
sial  biodefense  laboratory 
proposed  by  Boston 
University  Medical  Center 


to  be  constructed  in  the 
nearby  South  End,  plans 
for  rent  stabilization,  and  a 
proposal  to  strip  the  city's 
development  arm,  the 
Boston  Redevelopment 
Authority,  of  its  planning 
function. 

Arroyo  alleged  that  in 
Boston,  big  developers 
with  the  help  of  the  BRA 
decide  planning  while 
communities  are  left  with¬ 
out  much  of  a  say  in  the 
process.  "It's  obviously 
better  to  plan  and  then 
build,"  he  said,  adding 
that  "there  are  powerful 
people  that  do  not  want 
that  to  happen." 

Arroyo's  efforts  to 
divide  the  BRA  were  well 


received  at  the  meeting. 
Chinatown  groups,  espe¬ 
cially  the  residents  associa¬ 
tion,  have  objected  to 
large-scale,  luxury  devel¬ 
opments  in  the  neighbor¬ 
hood  in  recent  years,  say¬ 
ing  that  the  projects  vio¬ 
late  the  neighborhood's 
master  plan  and  zoning 
and  are  out  of  character 
with  the  area.  Meanwhile, 
other  Chinatown  groups, 
such  as  the  Chinatown 
Neighborhood  Council, 
have  supported  the  high 
rises,  saying  they  would 
revitalize  the  area. 

Arroyo,  who  has  been 
on  the  council  for  about  a 
year  and  a  half,  is  the  first 
Latino  on  the  Boston  City

Asian  Republicans 
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are  ceaseless,"  said  Wong, 
who  meets  with  members 
of  the  Vietnamese  and 
Cambodian  Republican 
coalitions  regularly,  as 
well  as  with  members  of 
the  Dorchester  and 
Springfield  conununities. 

Asian  Republicans  of 
Massachusetts  started  in 
1999  as  the  result  of 
Wong's  longstanding  hope 
to  have  a  balance  between 
the  Democrat  and 
Republican  party  represen¬ 
tations  in  Massachusetts. 

"I  was  personally 
inspired  by  former 
Governor  Weld's  first 
[gubernatorial]  election...! 
felt  that  it  gave  a  rise  to 
my  hope  that  this  state 
would  no  longer  be  domi¬ 
nated  by  one  party.  The 
reasons  why  we  Asians  are 
in  America  today  is 
because  we  voted  with  oUr 
feet,  and  all  I  did  [in  estab¬ 
lishing  Asian  Republiccins  \ 
of  Massachusetts]  was 


carry  on  those  same  char¬ 
acteristics  into  a  different 
realm." 

Beyond  Wong's  hope  to 
bring  balance  to  local  poli¬ 
tics  is  his  love  of  the 
Republican  Party,  some¬ 
thing  that  pushed  him 
when  establishing  the 
association. 

"The  Republican  party 
is  all  about  two  things:  bal¬ 
ance  and  accountability," 
said  Wong,  "and  I  wanted 
to  have  Asian  Americans 
become  a  part  of  that.  No 
other  country  is  as  political 
as  the  United  States.  Once 
you  become  involved  in 
the  political  process  we 
have  here,  you  become 
Americanized.  That  is  the 
true  aim  of  our  organiza¬ 
tion:  to  get  Asian 
Americans  involved  in  the 
political  process." 

Getting  Asian 
Americans  involved  in  the 
political  process  is  just 
what  Wong's  group  has 


done  over  its  five-year 
tenure.  The  group  recently 
found  success  in  this  goal 
when  it  began  supporting 
Greer  Tan  Swiston  in  her 
run  for  state  representative 
in  Middlesex  County's 
11th  district  against  incum¬ 
bent  Democrat  Kay  Khan. 
A  former  software  engi¬ 
neer,  Swiston  is  a  Canton 
native  and  graduate  of 
MIT. 

Whichever  way  District 
11  votes  on  November  2, 
Wong  knows  that  his  back¬ 
ing  of  the  Republican 
party  in  the  Asian 
American  community  is 
finally  starting  to  show 
serious  signs  of  progress. 

"We  are  hoping  that 
Swiston's  candidacy  will 
galvanize  and  inspire 
other  Asian  Americans  to 
do  likewise.  Her  candidacy 
is  a  symbol  of  our  hard 
work."

The  Silver  Line's  Mary 
Fernandes,  however,  said 
the  MBTA  has  been  work¬ 
ing  closely  with  the  com¬ 
munity. 

"We  really  have  been 
on  the  project  for  over  a 
year,  meeting  with 
Chinatown  residents  and 
associations,"  said 
Fernandes. 

She  said  the  plan  was 
originally  to  put  a  portal  at 
the  site  of  the  Wang 
YMCA,  but  "when  we 
went  back  out  into  the 
community,  they  said,  'No, 
we  really  don't  want  you 
to  go  through  the  YMCA.'" 

So,  she  said,  the  MBTA 
is  now  returning  to  the 
community  with  the  three 
new  portal  alternatives 
which  are  undergoing  fed¬ 
eral  and  local  environmen¬ 
tal  reviews.

"Kabuki  in  Boston"  A  Treat,  Even  if  Hard  to  Follow 


In  "Bo-Shibari,"  a  servant  is  tied  to  a  pole.

Bostonians  got  a  rare 
treat  last  week  and  many 
probably  didn't  even  know 
it.  "Kabuki  in  Boston,"  a 
perform^ce  by  the 
Japanese  kabuki  theater 
troupe  Heisei  Nakamura- 
za  Theatre,  was  in  town  at 
the  Cutler  Majestic  Theatre 
July  8  to  10.  The  show 
marked  the  first  full  kabu¬ 
ki  performance  in  the  Hub, 
ever.  The  Nakamura  fami¬ 
ly,  which  has  performed 
kabuki  for  generations  in 
Japan,  boasts  its  Japanese 
celebrity  father-and-son 
duo,  Kankuro  and 
Shichinosuke  Nakamura. 

The  Nakamura  family's 
performance  was  present¬ 
ed  by  the  Japan  Society  of 
Boston  for  the  society's 
year-long  100th  birthday 
celebration. 

Though  audiences  of 
kabuki  —  especially  non- 
Japanese  audiences  —  may 
find  themselves  awestruck 
by  the  theater's  spectacular 
costumes  and  dances,  they 
will  also  find  themselves 
scratching  their  heads. 
Kabuki  is  performed  in 
Japanese  that's  so  old  that 


most  native  speakers  can 
only  understand  about 
20%  of  it.  In  shows  in 
Tokyo,  subhtles  in  modem 
Japanese  -  and  even 
English  -  are  usually  pro¬ 
vided.  But  at  the  perfor¬ 
mance  on  July  8,  only  a 
brief  synopsis  of  each  play 
was  provided  in  English, 
leaving  the  audience  to  fol¬ 
low  facial  expressions, 
dance  moves,  and  minimal 
stage  props. 

Kabuki  stretches  back 
about  400  years  to  Japan's 
Edo  period.  Originally  per¬ 
formed  by  women,  kabuki 
got  a  bad  rap  early  on. 
According  to  history 
books,  it  was  considered 
risque,  and  the  fact  that 
many  of  the  actresses  were 
also  prostitutes  didn't  help 
matters.  Reacting  to  a  gov¬ 
ernment  ban  on  women 
performing  the  shows, 
kabuki  troupe's  used 
young  male  actors  instead. 
But  soon  another  ban  was 
implemented  and  kabuki 
was  only  allowed  to  be 
performed  by  older  men. 
Nowadays,  female  charac¬ 
ters  in  kabuki  are  played 
by  men  (some  of  whom 
reach  pop  celebrity  status) 


who  coat  their  faces  with 
thick  white  makeup  and 
don  elaborate  and  colorful 
costumes  that  make  their 
shoulders  broader  than 
those  of  an  NFL  football 
player. 

In  Japan,  tickets  to 
kabuki,  which  was  once 
considered  theater  for  the 
"common  people,"  can  cost 
up  to  $200,  and  the  shows 
can  last  for  four  hours. 

"Kabuki  in  Boston," 
which  clocked  in  a  bit  over 
two  hours,  consisted  only 
of  two  plays,  "Bo-Shibari," 
an  increasingly  hilarious 
story  of  two  dmnken  ser¬ 
vants  and  their  untrusting 
master,  and  "Renjishi,"  an 
exciting  lion  dance  set  in 
the  mountain  tops. 

In  the  kooky  "Bo-Shibari," 
which  means  "tied  to  a 
pole,"  two  goof-off  ser¬ 
vants  fail  to  earn  the  confi¬ 
dence  of  their  master,  who 
is  about  to  leave  them 
while  he  runs  an  errand. 

So  their  master,  Matsubei 
Sone  (played  by  Yajuro 
Bando),  does  what  any 
master  would  do  and  ties 
his  servants'  hands  so  they 
don't  get  into  trouble. 
Jirokaja  (Kankuro 
Nakamura)  has  his  arms 
tied  to  a  pole  so  that  he  is 
stuck  in  a  "T"  position, 
and  Tarokaja 
(Hashinosuke  Nakamura) 


has  his  hands  tied  behind 
his  back.  Now  the  fun 
begins.  Wandering  out  of 
view  of  master  Matsubei 
(the  men's  legs  are  not  tied 
up),  the  two  servants  wig¬ 
gle  and  jiggle  to  traditional 
live  music  of  tapping  taiko 
drums,  whistling  flutes 
and  twanging  shimasen 
(think  of  a  banjo  with  loose 
strings),  attempting  to 
break  free.  They  never  do. 
But  their  luck  turns  for  the 
better  when  they  come 
upon  a  barrel  of  sake. 
"Smells  good,"  squeals  one 
servant.  "But  there's  no 
cup,"  replies  the  other. 

Oh,  how  they  try  to  get 
a  sip  of  that  sake.  The  duo 
twists  and  bends,  jumps 
and  stretches.  Then  -  jack¬ 
pot!  -  they  figure  out  a 
way  to  lap  up  the  sake  like 
two  thirsty  puppies. 

(How?  Can't  give  away 
that  secret.  That's  the  fun 
part.)  Jirokaja  and  Tarokaja 
keep  slurping  up  the  sake 
until  they  enter  the  bliss  of 
drunkenness.  Their  dances 
turn  into  wobbles  and 
their  voices  bam  into  the 
whines  and  yelps  only 
uttered  by  the  truly  intoxi¬ 
cated. 

Once  master  Matsubei 
barges  on  stage  to  discover 
his  servants  are  stoned  and 
attempts  to  spoil  their 
good  time,  the  audience 


gets  treated  to  the  Three 
Stooges-style  scuffle  that 
follows,  capping  off  the 
hilarious  show  with  even 
more  goofy  hysteria. 

Now,  on  to  act  two: 
"Renjishi."  This  lion  dance 
starring  father-and-son 
duo  Kankuro  and 
Shichinosuke  was  nothing 
like  lion  dances  common 
in  Chinese  performances. 
Instead  of  stacking  people 
inside  a  giant  lion  cos¬ 
tume,  the  kabuki  lion 
dance  involved  fvy.o  cha;"- 
acters  (the'  Nakamuras),' 
who  through  their  fluid 
yet  mechanical  dances 
(and  costume  changes) 
transform  thenrselves  into 
raging  lions.  Humor  came 
second  to  spectacle  in 
"Renjishi"  but  still  man¬ 
aged  to  slip  in,  especially 
during  one  scene  in  which 
a  man  and  a  woman 
debate  how  to  best  scare 
lions  away.  (The  woman 
argued  that  clanking  a 


metal  hammer  would 
frighten  the  animals  while 
the  man  argued  that 
thumping  a  small  drum 
would  do  the  trick.)  Other 
visually  odd  scenes,  main¬ 
ly  those  involving  the  use 
of  outdated  special  effects, 
unintentionally  drew  a 
laugh  or  two  —  such  as 
when  production  men 
waved  poles  with  fake 
birds  attached  at  the  ends 
to  create  the  effect  of  birds 
fluttering  over  the  lioros. 

"Renjishi,"  which  moves 
steadily  and  slowly  to  the 
beat  of  drumming  eind 
singing  that  sometimes 
mimics  the  calls  wild 
moimtain  animals  builds 
up  into  a  pounding  clinoax 
of  startling  wood  claps  and 
thumping  taiko  beats  as 
the  two  lions  burst  onto 
the  stage  thrashing  their 
long,  red  and  white  manes. 

"Kabuki  in  Boston" 
proved  that  dance,  music 
and  theatrical  nuances  can 
communicate  plots  nearly 
as  easily  as  spoken  words. 
Although  it  could  be 
argued  that  English  subti¬ 
tles  might  have  taken 
away  from  the  show  ~  that 
viewers  might  have  missed 
something  while  trying  to 
pay  attention  to  what  was 
being  said  —  Japanese 
viewers  who  could  imder- 
stand  a  little  of  the  dia¬ 
logue  simely  had  a  better 
time  than  their  English- 
only  speaking  counter¬ 
parts.  That  said,  non- 
Japanese  audiences  could 
still  sit  back  and  enjoy  the 
fun  without  knowing  what 
they  were  missing.  And 
judging  from  the  multiple 
standing  ovations  after¬ 
wards,  they  did.

Peach  Farm  is  a  Fish  Lover's

Another  restaurant  in 
Chinatown  that  is  located 
in  the  basement  of  an 
obscure  building? 

The  sign  on  the  front 
literally  translates  into, 
"SMALL  PEACH  GAR¬ 
DEN  SEAFOOD  FRESH 
VEGETABLE  RESTAU¬ 
RANT."  However,  not  to 
take  this  translation  literal¬ 
ly,  this  is  not  a  vegetarian 
restaruant.  It  is  an  authen¬ 
tic  fresh  seafood  restaurant 
that  serves  Cantonese  and 
Szechuan  cuisine.  In  fact 
the  Chinese  character  for 
"dish"  is  directly  translated 
into  "vegetable"  thus  the 
discrepancy. 

The  scene  here  at  Peach 
Farm  Restaurant  is  like 
any  other  seafood  restau¬ 
rant,  two  rooms  full  of 
tables  with  sparkling  white 
table  cloths.  The  restaurant 
of  course  is  pimctuated  by 
big  fish  tanks  with  live 


seafood,  which  is  always  a 
children's  favorite.  The 
theme  of  Peach  Farm 
besides  "busy"  seems  to  be 
"fast."  Freshly  prepared 
food  is  served  onto  your 
table  in  the  flashes  of  flash¬ 
es. 

The  reason  why  this 
basement  restaurant  is 
always  jam  packed  with 
Asians  (such  as  myself) 
and  other  customers 
knowledgeable  of  Asian 
foods,  is  because  of  the 
excellent  seafood.  The 
seafood  is  fresh  and  unpar¬ 
alleled.  In  keeping  with 
Chinese  Restaurant  eti¬ 
quette,  Peach  Farm  is  one 
of  the  few  Chinese 
Restaurants  that  practice 
the  tradition  of  netting 
your  fish,  showing  it  to 
you,  and  then  rushing  it  to 
the  kitchen  for  prepara¬ 
tion. 

The  walls  are  packed 
with  specials  written  in 
ancient  Chinese  characters. 


You  get  the  feeling  that  the 
special  dishes  are  reserved 
for  people  that  can  only 
read  Chinese,  imtil  you 
find  out  that  the  wait  staff 
is  more  than  happy  to 
translate  these  specials. 

The  selection  of  seafood 
is  astotmding  —  the  chef's 
suggestions  include  Jumbo 
Crab  (seasonal).  Clams  in 
Black  Bean  Sauce  ($9.95), 
Seafood  in  a  Nest  ($13.95), 
Crispy  Fried  Bean  Curd 
with  Shrimp  ($7.50), 
Sizzling  Flounder  House 
Special  (seasonal),  and 
Sizzling  Beef  with  Black 
Pepper  ($14.95). 

Seafood  in  a  nest  dishes 
are  an  excellent  gauge  of  a 
seafood  restaurant's  quali¬ 
ty.  The  shrimp,  squid,  scal¬ 
lops  and  octopus  have  to 
be  brilliantly  cooked  au 
point.  This  is  crucial  with 
shrimp  and  fresh  squid, 
but  it  also  brings  out  maxi¬ 
mum  flavor  in  the  sccdlops. 
The  nest  in  which  this  dish 


sits  in  is  supposed  to  be  a 
fried  potato  basket  that  is 
not  too  oily  but  very 
crunchy.  The  seafood  in  a 
nest  at  peach  Farm  met  all 
these  expectations. 

The  seafood  selection 
also  included  Steamed 
Flounder  (seasonal).  Eel 
with  Black  Bean  Sauce 
(seasonal).  Deep  Fried 
Oysters  ($8.95),  Steamed 
Oysters  with  Black  Bean 
Sauce  ($8.95),  Pan  Fried 
Sea  Conch  ($13.95),  Crystal 
Jumbo  Shrimp  ($11.95), 
Lobster  Cantonese  Style 
(seasonal).  Sliced  Fish  with 
Vegetables  ($18.95)  and 
Deep  Fried  Scallops 
($12.95). 

One  of  the  specials  on 
the  wall  was  a  spicy 
stuffed  eggplant  with 
black-bean  sauce  ($11.95). 
This  dish  is  stuffed  with  a 
wisp  of  pork-shrimp  paste 
and  had  some  garlicky 
black-bean  sauce  on  the 
platter.  But  the  focus  was

on  the  melting,  buttery  fla¬ 
vor  of  freshly  fried  egg¬ 
plant,  and  that  was  divine. 

Another  classic  and  one 
of  my  all  time  favorite 
dishes  is  the  Spicy  Dry 
Salted  Squid  ($8.95).  Large 
pieces  of  squid,  batter-fried 
with  salt,  drizzled  with 
red-pepper  flakes  in  oil  — 
no  other  restaurant  could 
match  this  dish.  For  those 
with  sensitive  palates,  just 
be  sure  to  sway  from  the 
red  and  green  peppers  that 
are  sprinkled  all  over  the 
dish. 

Although  there  is  a 
long  list  of  appetizers  on 
the  menu,  I  don't  believe 
that  Peach  Farm  is  too 
committed  to  them. 

Instead  of  a  typical  appe¬ 
tizer,  I  would  suggest  a 
traditional  Chinese  meal 
with  soup  as  a  starter. 
Excellent  choices  are  Fish 
Maw  with  Shredded  Duck 
($16.95/$11.95/$9.95), 
Seafood  Combination 


($18.95/$11.95/$9.95)  or 
Seaweed  with  Shrimp 
($14.95/$9.95/$8.95). 
Always  keep  in  mind  that 
the  soup  portions  are  very 
generous  and  a  small  por¬ 
tion  would  generally  be 
ordered  for  a  party  of  three 
or  four  and  the  soup 
comes  piping  hot. 

if  you  are  in  town  for 
only  a  few  days  and  only 
have  one  night  in 
Chinatown,  and  are  look¬ 
ing  something  other  than 
Legal  Seafood  or  the  Union 
Oyster  House,  then  Peach 
Farm  Restaurant  is  your 
choice.  The  service  is  fast, 
the  food  excellent  and  the 
seafood  unmatched.
